THE HANGING OF GEORGE WALLACE, 

DAVANNAH, September 28.—George Wallace 
was hanged to-day forthe murder of Martin 
L. Jansen, in March, 1880. In consequence 
of the extraordinary etfurts made to save the 
condemned, and the factof his alleged in 
Sanity, Which was discovered to be a great 
fraud, more than the usual interest was 
aroused, and the particulars of the execution 
were eagerly soughtfor. ‘The demand for the 
Evening Times, which contained a full ac 
count, was unprecedentedly large. Early in 
the morning immense crowds began to 
assemble about the jail, and applications for 
admission to the inclosure were numerous, 
many being from strangersin thecity. Some 
five hundred obtained the coveted passes and 
Hocked around the gallows,whicbh was erected 
in the northeast corner of the jail yard. At 
a quarter past twelve the condemned, who 
had been with his spiritual advisers, was con- 
ducted from the cel! to the gallows, about two 
hundred yards distant. He walked firmly 
and ascended the steps without a tremor. 

ON THE PLATFORM, 

On reaching the piatfurm there was a dis: 
placement of a plank, causing a jar, which 
completely bewildered the unfortunate man, 
and he dropped full length and lay like one 
dead. A cry of horror went up from thecrowd 
and speedily a ladder was raised. Constable 
Symons lifted the prostrate man, 
who seemed unconscious some min- 
utes. He revived, however, and _ stood 
erect, crying out: ‘‘Look at the angel at the 
right of Mount Moriah and on ihe left Boaz 
and the latter G——.’’ He addressed the 
crowd substantially as follows: ‘Fellow citi- 
zens and gentlemen: I am a victim of cir- 
cumstances. Clubby Sullivan and George 
Bussell put up ajob on me, I never killed a 
man in my life; never heard a shot fired, J 
went to Lawson’s and had a dispute about a 
watch, then went to Scwartz’s and knew 
nothing of the _ killing until Sunday, 
when Master Isaac referring to 
[saac Russell came to the house and said: 
Wailace did you killthat man? I said no, 


‘and Jaughed, and we went to jail by Whitta- 


ker street ina car. I am innocent, never 
killed him, but George Bussell, when we met 
in the old fort said, he could get square with 
me, cause [arrested his woman, Emma shep- 
pard. Clubby Suliivan did not like me 
because I was appointed constable by Master 
Isaac. The inquest convicted me because 
Bussell and Clubby Sullivan swore against 
me. Iam an innocent man and never killed 
‘manin my life. Mr George Hussey, whom 
{ knew in New York whenI worked in Cuurt- 
laud Street; Came to the jail-and teid me to 
teil the truth because I was going to hang. I 
to d him I was not guilty and did not kill the 
man. Colonel Waring Russell also told 
me to ‘tell the truth,”’ I 
told him that I was not _ guilty. 
Fellow-citizens, 1 am an innocent man but 
George Bussell and Clubby Sullivan put upa 
jobon me.

Upon hearing 
of ber return Judge Daniel ordered her to be 
arrested and thatif she did not pay the fine 
she should be placed at work onthe streets.

The police obeyed 
these instructions and turned the manacled 
woman over to the street supervisor, who ac- 
cordingly set her to work with the colored 
street hands on one of the alieys running in 
to Broad street. She refused to work and 
the negroes seized her and dumped her into 
the cart and carried her buck to the guard 
bouse. On hearing of this, Judge Daniel or- 
dered that she be chained to:he rear end of 
the dump cart andthat it then be driven 
back to the place where work was being done. 
Inthis manner, the procession proceeded 
down Broad street, and was witnessed by a 
great many people. A number of ladies at 
the Curtis house saw the inbuman spectacle 
and were so moved by it that they urged a 
gentleman there to at once proceed down the 
street and endeavor to bave the woman re- 
leased. We understand that a writ of habeas 


furtber orders of the pol&te judge restrained

Pinckney and 
Ridley, did all in their power for him, but 
they realized that his-deaih was certain, Late 
Toursday night he was seen to move his eyes 
in a peculiar manner and it was thought that 
he was at death’s door, and it was announced 
that be could not live more than two hours, 
[t was believed that he would die before day- 
light. It developed, however, that he was 
not unconscious. Sister Cecelia and some 
of the other sisters had been unremit'ing in 
their attentions, and at about ten o'clock yes- 
terday morning Sister Cecelia saw the light 
of intelligence in the eyes ofthe sufferer. 
With every muscle in his body fixed like iron 
his eyes still were capable of mouon, 
while back of them his brain 
was clear and conscious He wasspoken to and 
asked if he knew those around him? He 
moved bis eyes in reply and indicated that 
he knew what was going on. Dr. Pinckney 
reached his bedside and by interrogating the 
dying man ascertained beyond doubt that he 
was conscious. It was evident that he had 
been conscious all night and 
the signs which the physicians 
had taken for the evidences of approaching 
dissolution were only efforts that he was mak- 
ing to attract the attention of those around 
him. Itis certain that he understood every- 
thing that was going on, and his thoughts 
must have been heartrending as he lay per- 
fectly conscious ‘but equally powerless 
upon his bed of suffering. 
A system of signals was 
established and Dr. Pinckney and others con- 
versed with Major Cox for sometime. At 11 
o'clock Father Cleary visited the bedside and 
te bim Major Cox made bis confession. 

At about 1 o'clock the sufferer closed his 
eyes and apparently passed into a peaceful 
slumber from which he never awoke. He 
slept on qnietly until half-past fuur, when 
those near him noticed that he ceased to 
breathe. So quietiy did death claim his 
Victim that it was hardly noticeable when 
the sufferer passed from tife ‘to death. 

A SKETCH OF MAJOR COX. 

Major Cox was in many ways a remarkable 
man. He was remarkable for an accumula- 
tion of wealth which rewarded a life of 
thought and fair and honorable business 
transactions. He was raised a poor boy in 
Greene county and began life without a dol- 
lar. His handsome fortune of more than 
a quarter of a million dollars’ was 
the work of hisown hands and brainina 
business tnat has been steady andsure. It 
is a noteworthy fact tbat none of it was made 
in speculation. In 1852 Major Cox, then a 
clerk in the house of Cunningham & Co., in 
Rome, married Miss Kate Attaway. In 1853 
Mr. Rhode Hill went into business with 
tue -same firm as a clerk, and it 
was there that the two first became acquaint- 
ed. After two years the firm went out of 
business and the young. men sought other 
employment, Maj -r Cox went asa conduc- 
tor on the Georgia railroad and remained in 
that capacity until October 180”, when a part- 
nership Was formed COD WSstinv of W 1} et 
who put In five thousand: W. 

Hill,, who pu in two thous- 
an W..: i Herndon, who 
put in three thousand, making in all ten thou- 
sand dollars, which was the total capital of 
the young firm. ‘ine firm entered the whole- 
sale grocery business and prospered, Major 
Cox went tothe war when it broke out, and 
was With the commissary department. After 
the war he returned to Atlanta and with Mr. 
Hill again opened business, ihe 
capital of the two by that time 
reaching $50,000. They opened a wholesale 
liquor business at 29 Peacnotree street, and 
grew rich steadily. A few years ago Mr. Jo- 
seph Thompson was admitted and the firm is 
now Cox, Hill & Thompson. Major Cox was 
also for seven years a director iu the Atlanta 
National bank, was vice-president for four 
years and acting president for the Jast 
two years He was on his 
way to the bank when he was stricken with 
paralysis. He leaves his family well provided 
for. 

He was a man of great and generous heart, 
and did many acts of charity. Many poor 
men and women will weep in their humble 
cottages when they hear of his death. 

He leaves bis wife and daughter, Mrs. Mce- 
W borter, and one grandchild to mourn his 
death, and hosts of friends to sorrow at. his 
sudden demise. 

Tne funeral will occur to-morrow. ‘The re 
mains will jeavethe house on Ivy street at 
GQ a.m., and arrive at the church of the 
Immaculate conception at ten. The services 
will be conducted by Father Cleary and the 
remains Will be interred a!
